Pacific International Live Stock Exposition -

The thirteenth annual Pacific Interna- 
tinal Live Stock show held at Portland, 
Oregon, November 3rd to 10th was a won- 
derful success in every way. It easily sur- 
pased all previous shows. It was a truly 
international event. There is no better bal- 
anced live stock show on the American con- 
tinent. It is comfortably and very conven- 
iently housed in the most compact and 
workable buildings to be found at any Show. 
0, M. Plummer has no superior as a live 
stock show manager. Everything was plan- 
ned in advance. There were no delays in 
the program. He had the most efficient and 
courteous staff of assistants we have ever 
seen. They make everyone feel perfectly 
at home. 

The exhibits were large and the quality 
was unusually high. There were but very 
few inferior animals in the show. The tops 
in practically all classes of live stock were 
of high enough excellence to challenge the 
best at any show in America. It was a 
pleasure and an education to study the in- 
dividuals and types presented. 

The attendance was unusuall'y large and 
the majority were truly live stock people 
who came hundreds of miles to see the 
show. The writer met people from eighteen 
different states and four Canadian provin- 
ces. The people of the middle west have 
but a very scant knowledge of the magni- 
tude and quality of this great show. It has 
madé a steady but remarkable growth and 
the pinacle has not ‘yet been reached.

Congdon & Battles showed both the first 
and second prize two-year-old bulls with 
Scollard third. The winner, Blackbirdman 
of Rosemere 3rd is a good type. He could 
be smoother in his shoulders but otherwise 
he is a real show bull. The senior yearling 
class had but two entries and the winner, 
Blackmere 16th, is the nicest type and most 
evenly fleshed young bull the writer has 
ever seen of any breed. Barring a little 
Plainness in the head he is a sensation. He 
was made Junior Champion and Grand 
Champion bull of the Show. This bull will 
be heard from as a winner and sire. Three 
useful junior yearlings were headed by the 
Seollard entry, Glorimead, a growthy 
youngster that will look better next year. 
Barbarian of Rosemere 7th a growthy sen- 
ior bull calf of the Congdon and Battles 
herd set the pace in a very good class. This 
is a real useful calf with plenty of scale to 
commend him. In the junior calf class 
Queenmere 6th made a good starting point. 
He is a real good type and will be heard 
from again. In the’ bull group classes the 
Congdon & Battles entries headed both 
classes because of their uniformity of type. 
Pride of Rosemere 37th is a wonder cow in 
many respects. She is so low to the ground, 
deep in body, smooth in her flesh and bar- 
ring a slight tendency to fall away a bit 
from the hock points to the tail head she 
would be a hard cow to stop in any show. 
She headed the cow class and was made 
Senior Champion female. The other two 
cows were good types, but not in a class 
with the winner. 

A very uniform class of four two-year- 
old heifers was headed by the smoothly 
turned nice quality heifer, Barbara of Rose- 
mere 33rd. This heifer could be larger, oth- 
erwise she is a show heifer. The other heif- 
ers were nicely fitted and adhered to the 
popular type. 

Barbara C. B. 2d is one of the best Senior 
yearling heifers we have ever seen in years. 
She has the scale, type and quality so much 
desired, thus easily headed her class, was 
Junior and Grand Champion female of the 
show. 

Four very useful Junior ‘yearling heif- 
ers were headed by Queen of Rosemere 16th 
from the Congdon & Battles herd. She has 
plenty of scale, wonderful width and depth 


the touch. Her stable mate, Pride of Rose- 
mere 47th is a heifer of good quality and 
lots of outcome. She will be the better heif- 
er next year. Scollard scored both first and 
third places in a very strong ring of senior 
heifer calves, sired by his herd bull, Eric- 
man C. B. 5th. They were a great pair of 
calves and would be right at the top in any 
good show. Blackcap of Broadmead 4th 
was an outstanding junior calf. She has 
= everything we could wish for in a 
calf,

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Good Morning 
Mr. Judy! 


Gentlemen, your association and mine is being rent asunder 
under the proxy system of voting. Read the letters that have been 
cominz to your home the past few weeks, see what they are doing, 
think, men, where we are drifting to; should this matter continue 
another year our association will suffer tremendously. It’s to your 
interests.as well as mine that we should not allow a few PROFES- 
SIONAi. POLITICIANS to continue to control and dictate our 
policies. Your editor is not fighting Secretary Gray nor Treasurer 
Lamar, both of whom we have for years considered very warm 
friends, and neither of whom we are ready to desert because of a 
difference of opinion. But we do honestly and conscientiously be- 
lieve that a change of program will result in the undoing of this 
annual squabble, wherein Col. Judy has always figured. We like 
“Uncle Gus” fine as a man, and as a breeder, but we certainly do 
not agree with his business policies. He has just sent out a regu- 
lar appeal clothed in the kind of filth that only he could spread, 
it’s sickening in the extreme, and your editor cannot see how such 
an appeal could even get to first base with the breeder who will 
sit down and read it two or three times. What does he say? Does 
he defend the proxy system? Did he every say anything that was 
elevating or inspiring in the numerous letters he has sent out to 
solicit your aid? You have been faithful to him in the past, and 
given him your proxy, and he has arrived at the conclusion that 
you can not get along without him to tell you what to do and when.

The Journal wants to know if you do not agne 
that it is time to put away this “disease” for that is just what it 
is, and my dear friend, this “dread disease” which will eventually 
destroy your business if you do not throttle it now, is sinking its 
fangs deeper and deeper each year into the vital parts of your 
organization—constructive breeders with an ambition to assist in 
the boosting of your breed. 

When the Journal says the thirgs printed and sent out are 
not alone unkind, but that they are unjust, untrue and arranged 
to deceive, it means just what it says. Before us lie copies of nea- 
iy every document which has gone out for years, we know whereof 
we speak, that is if we are still capable of reading, and we think 
we are. 

An effort has been made to appeal to Farm Bureau members 
through a quotation from a letter from your president, 0. E. Brai- 
fute, implying that Mr. Bradfute was staunchioned with the proxy 
advocates. Let us present here a letter received within the last 
month from Mr. Bradfute in response to an inquiry as to his po- 
sition:

In 1920 when Mr. Judy was not riding in the same berth with 
secre‘ary Gray, the wily Mr. Judy said in one of his letters: “Per- 
haps the parties gathering these prexies are under obligations to 
Mr, Gray for past favors. The Secretary, if he has no conscien- 
tyous scruples, is in position to favor his particular friends by turn- 
ing over to them inquiries for cattle which frequently come to the 
office.” Possibly that quotation might have some bearing upon 
the eauce for changing the wording upon his letter heads since that 
time. In 1920 he styled himself “Breeder, Importer and Sales 
Manager,” in 1923 the title reads: “Importer, Breeder and Com- 
mission Salesman of Aberdeen-Angus cattle.” Does it make any 
difference whether the secretary likes one or not as to the arrange- 
ment of one’s stationery ? ; ; 

In 1923 Mr. Judy upholds the integrity of Secretary Gray, and 
seems to be of the opinion that the annual report was a fine piece 
of work, depicting minutely what transpired, and accurately, but 
in 1920 when Secretary Gray issued the annual reports too, Col. 
Judy said: “Our annual report is a joke. Every member not at- 
tending the annual meeting who has read the report may think 
they had a love feast at that meeting. Every member who attend- 
ed the annual meeting knows the report was doctored until it 
reads favorably to their way of thinking.” Peculiar situation, 
isn’t it? 
= Here is a place to do a little figuring too. Is it any wonder 
then that Col. Judy is able to stand in the auction box and tell us 
of his great financial success? He has been managing sales, and 
selling cattle on commission, all the while laying up for the future, 
while you, the men whom he has served have been breeding and 
feeding the cattle which he has sold, and all to little or no profit. 
It is safe to say that as a business. proposition the Col. has look- 
ed after his, and that you have been left to lookout for yourself. 
The question as to this being legitimate business is not raised at 
this time, but it does seem to the Journal that Col. Judy is boost- 
ing Col. Judy more than he is boosting your business. He is al- 
ways boasting of the important place that he has filled and still 
is filling in the Aberdeen-Angus ranks. In one of his letters dated 
October 20, 1920, he says when referring to the management under 
Secretary Gray: “I am opposed to such management, and I want 
to enlist your assistance if you feel that there should be a change. 
I want you to understand positively that I am not seeking office 
for myself. There is no office within the gift of man for which I 
would swap my present job. (Whick according to his printed let- 
ter head was SALES MANAGER). Perhaps there are some who 
may say I am sore, which is improbable when I am making more 
out of the business than any two fieldmen and my services are in 
demand from all sections of the country.” Look over the list of 
fieldmen at that time, you know what they received as remunera- 
tion, and you know that Col. Judy wanted them removed because 
they were costing too much, and the Col. BOASTS that he is mak- 
ing more than any two of them. And, gentlemen, who has been 
paying the freighi? Because he has been able to gather from 1500 
to 2500 proxies from our 6000 members, he has been in position to 
hold the whip hand. 

Can you make yourself imagine for a moment that any set of 
delegates that you might elect to attend an annual meeting could 
get together and override ycur desires to their own personal ad- 
vantage? Your editor is here to say that it has been his exper- 
lence that representatives selected from all sections of the country 
Would come to this annual meeting bringing suggestions of good 

t, bringing carefully thought out plans for the advancement of 
the breed which they would present and which would have careful 
consideration all to your benefit. A majority of the representa- 
tives vresent would not for a moment permit this Col. Judy or 
any other man of his type to stand up and tell them what to do 
unless the suggestion or dictation should prove, after proper dis- 
ae to be for the betterment of the breed. In years gone by 
ol. Judy has been in position to allow discussion or not just as he 

A set of representative delegates would not agree that is 


true, and you and I would not want them to agree on every point, 
we would want them to bring forward their ideals that from the 
presentation might be worked out something worth while. 

But, gentlemen, under the present proxy system, it matters 
not if there should have been 1000 members present at the last an- 
nual meeting, Col. Judy and Treasurer Lamar would have carried 
their objective in spite of what good features might have been pre- 
sented because they held some 2300 proxies, all of which were sub- 
ject to their own dictation. 

Just what rights do you have under such an arrangement? 
Which is better, to spend your money to go to Chicago, there to at- 
tend the annual meeting along with perhaps 250 other members, 
and there to cast your vote with that 250, only to have Col. Judy 
rise and cast his thousands of proxies against you, or to have your 
elected delegate from your own district attend this meeting, and he 
vested with equal voting powers with any other delegate who 
might attend? Which way would your interests be best repre- 
sented ? 

On November 8, 1920, Col. M. A. Judy, the then sales mana- 
ger, wrote: “We did not start this wrangle, and we are not go- 
ing to stop short of Mr. Gray’s retirement.” Did he speak the 
truth, and did he stick to it? For some unknown reason the Col. 
got over the fence within a year and helped by the use of your 
proxies to establish secretary Gray in his position for a term of 
three years. Consistent appeal he makes to you, is it not? Some- 
one has said that it is altogether possible that the Col. could see 
more sparklers in the grass on the secretary’s side of the fence, 
but we can not believe that such conditions would entice him to 
leave his familiar haunts. Mr. Judy in the same paragraph says 
further: “Unless Mr. Gray concludes to retire or is defeated at 
the annual meeting, this proxy hunt, so far as the United Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders are concerned, (here he is attempting to set 
up a new empire to his own liking) will continue all through the 
next year, and at the same time Angus business will be at low ebb. 
(Just how much interest is displayed in the boosting of your busi- 
ness in this statement?) Whv should we let any one man who 
has not a dollar invested in the business attempt to block our 
success?” Again let us inquire as to your opinion—Was the 
Colonel’s word good for anything? Will it be good for anything 
this time? Oh, the question of it all leads one to seek out some 
better system, some way to get away from this turmoil and this 
annual distress and disgrace. There can be but one answer and 
that the REPRESENTATIVE form of government. Elect your 
own representative annually, choose a man with big ideals and 
ability to present them, choose a man who knows the needs of your 
own locality, choose a man in whom you have explicit faith, and 
rest assured that there will be no Col. Judy at the meeting with 
power to disfranchise his vote which is in reality your very own 
vote, this is just as true in our business as it is in the Senatorial 
chambers at Washington. Our government has stood the test, its 
electorial scheme is good, it is sound, and not a bad example to 
emulate. ’ 

His letter of November 10, 1923, starts out by saying: “You 
nave no doubt been annoyed by many letters seeking your proxy 
for this year’s Annual Angus Asscciation meeting, some of which 
are very misleading. (He failed to state whether these were the 
letters of his followers.) They contain some vicious charges and 
statements which no doubt have caused many members to hesitate 
which way to cast their votes.” If the Col. had not come to the 
realization that his cause was slipping he never in the world would 
have acknowledged it in this ungarded moment, when he hoped 
that you would not detect the real cause for his letter which by 
the way is a masterpiece at deception. If the Col. was not certain 
that his supporters were slipping over to the right side of this 
question he would not thus have exposed himself. Right here let 
the Journal impress once again that the breeders of today are cap- 
able of right thinking and that they are going to exercise their 
best judgment this year. Men who have never before voted will 
rally to the aid of justice and the supression of this vice. 

In this same letter Mr. Judy suggests that the Journal watch 
its step, insinuating that the “support of the association” might 
be withdrawn, and we take it that this support might be increased 
if the Journal would flop into the Col’s band wagon. Well, we 
are not going to flop, notwithstanding the Col’s suggestion. There 
must be a semblance of harmony in the band we join, because life 
is too short to bring harmony out of Mr. Judy’s wind jammers. 
About the time one would get in tune, the Col. who of course would 
be the director would find a new note that could not be made to 
harmonize with the music on our standard. Nix Col. NIX. Rath- 
er than spending our time climbing over fences to find the richest 
pasture we by far prefer to remain where we are and develop the 
one in which we have been laboring these years. In it we have 
found much to be done for the good of the cause and we are going 
to stay right here until the job is finished. If you take away our 
bananas we will probably be compelled to eat horseradish. 


Col. Judy said in this last letter: “I had hoped that it would 
not be necessary for me to take any part this year in our Asso- 
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ciation’s election fracas.” Can you beat it? Every member who 
knows Mr. Judy knows within his own heart that this polished 
politician was only waiting for the crucial hour, the opportunity to 
strike a death blow to someone, but alas that hour and that oppor- 
tunity did not present itself for the campaign from the representa- 
tive side has not been presented from any but a cleancut honest 
angle, calling for mature deliberation only. For that reason this 
“proxy artist” was compelled to strike before the gong rang the 
curtain down, he waited as long as he dared, hoping that you would 
misunderstand the situation and upon the impulse of the last mo- 
ment cast a proxy into his hands. A few men may have done this 
very thing and for their benefit let us here suggest that they im- 
mediately sign a REPRESENTATIVE proxy and forward it as 
directed in the early part of this story. It will put Mr. Judy’s 
proxy out of business and if you perchance should attend the an- 
nual meeting your presence will cancel all proxies. The delegate 
system will have an overwhelming majority on the floor of the 
annual meeting just as it did last year for the men who attend 
and see just how this group of professional proxy hunters railroad 
matters would oppose them just so long as they lived. 

In the second paragraph of this Novemker 10th letter we find: 
“With the present method of voting ONE or TWO HONEST mem- 
‘ bers can appeal for your individual support and save the associa- 
tion from embarrassment. (Note the acknowledgement of a ONE 
MAN CONTROL). Once delegate system is adopted it would be 
a very difficult matter to make any change.” Too bad is it not? 
Mr. Judy here acknowledges that he does not want your business 
to fall in‘o your own hands because it would be difficult to take 
it away from you again, and where, oh, where, would he be able 
to get in at? He is afraid to let you have a chance to care for 
your own business for fear that you will not know how to do it, 
in his estimation the members of this association are in such a 
frame of mind that they need a guardian and Mr. Judy would like 
to remain that guardian?

Plenty of Profit. 

C. E. Hendershot, of Dysart, Iowa, sold a 
carload of Aberdeen-Angus calves on the 
Chicago market, November 6th, that are 
ample proof that there is plenty of profit 
in raising geod cattle. These calves never 
were on full feed of grain, the most the 
sixteen head received at any time was two 
bushels of corn per day. They were fed 
some grain however as soon as they would 
eat it. By following this method they were 
used to eating grain and when weaning 
time came they did did not lose the calf fat 
but continued to gain and were put on past- 
ure last spring with the light grain feed 
(seven pounds of corn per head) continued 
until marketed. The average age was 
slightly under one year; six of them were 
just nine months old, a> they averaged 806 
pounds each and sold for $10.25 per hun- 
dred or $82.63 per head. A neighbor of Mr. 
Hendershot’s had a bunch of yearlings of 
another well known breed that had been 
full fed all summer and sold for $10.00.

Vaccination Against Hemorrhagic Septice- 
mia is Recommended. . 

Dr. J. R. Mohler, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, upon his return from a con- 
ference held at Chicago, Illinois, on June 21, 
to discuss hemorrhagic septicemia control 
work, announced that arrangements have 
been completed to commence on July 2 the 
vaccination of feeder and stocker cattle at 

ublic stock yards against this disease, also 
a as stock yards pneumonia or shipping 
ever. 

Hemorrhagic septicemia, although it oc- 
casionally manifests itself in cattle that have 
not been away from the home place, is most 
prevalent in animals that have been — 
long distances, especially those that have 
been unloaded en route at feed, water and 
rest stations or at public stock yards. De- 
spite the belief to the contrary, outbreaks 
of hemorrhagic septicemia have been traced 
to all of the larger public stock yards. 
While losses have been gradually on the in- 
crease for several years past, this disease 
has become more prevalent and virulent 
during the past fall and winter than ever 
before. The vaccination method of treating 
cattle to prevent their contracting this dis- 
ease is still in an experimental stage, but it 
has been used enough to prove that losses 
from the disease may be greatly reduced 
and purchasers of cattle at the large central 
markets are urged by the Bureau to have 
all feeder and stocker cattle they may buy 
vaccinated before shipment to country 
points, 

Until this work is placed on a stable pa- 
sis, the Bureau of Animal Industry will fur- 
nish vaccine produced in its laboratory and 
also trained veterinarians to administer the 
treatment at actual cost which, it is esti- 
mated, will be approximately 10 per cent 
per head exclusive of any charge the stock 
yards company may make for handling the 
cattle to and from the vaccinating chutes.
